Further Tariff Cuts in Prospect. 

The U. S. Congress which will 
assemble on April 4 will be con- 
siderably changed. The Senate 
just expired numbered 48 Regular 
Republicans, 11 Insurgent Repub- 
licans, and 32 Democrats. ‘The 
new Senate, so far as can be judg- 
ed, with a few elections still unde- 
cided, will have 41 Demoorats, 38 
Regular Republicans and 13 In- 
sergents. The House of Repre- 
sentatives will have a Democratic 
majority of about 50, who by the 
utterances of Clark and Under- 
wood are already committed to 
support the reciprocity bill. They 
have notified the President, how- 
ever, that their tariff labors will 
not end there: they will bring in 
one or two other tariff bills as 
well. 

These will doubtless include a 
big cut in the woollen and perhaps 
the cotton schedules. When these 
measures reach the Senate they 
are more certain of a sympathetic 
reception than was reciprocity re- 
cently. The Insurgents will wel- 
come a out in woollens, as this 
schedule bas been one vital reas- 
on for their being Insurgents. 
Their proclaimed reason for op- 
posing reciprocity is that it did 
not go far enough. ‘The chances 
are they will be relieved of that 
objection next session. Added to 
this is the passing out of Senator 
Hale, the foe of all tariff reduction 
and Senator Aldrich, the especial 
champion of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff. There will be stirring ev- 
ents in Washington ‘long about 
uext month.

Be Handled With Profit. 

Last year we went into the wiuter 
with sixty-eight pigs and came out in 
the spring with sixty-seven, one runt 
having been tramped to death on a 


cold night, writes George P. Williams 


in the Farm and Fireside, The last of 
April we~sold sixty of these bogs, av- 
eraging 109 pounds and bringing 4 
trifle over $9 per bundredweight. Dur- 


ing the first part of the winter these 
“shoats had for shelter one of our three 


pen farrowing houses, 8 by 16 feet. 


But at farrowing time, the middle of 


February, they were crowded out and 
spent the remainder of the winter in 
a rail pen covered with fodder. These 
pigs “paid” as well as any spring pigs 
that we have ever raised. 

For feed these pigs had corn. but not 
all that‘they would eat. This was fed 
twice a day. Morning and evening 
they were given all the warm slop 
they would drink, being mixed thin 
with water and composed of ollmeal, 
tankage and middlings, always slightly 
salted. The pigs were supplied with 
soft coal and ashes (part wood and 
part coal). They had-ample range 
We consider it important to feed at 
a considerable distance from the shel- 
ter, whatever the weather, as this com- 
pels the pigs to take exercise aud get 
a@ good run and breath of air. 
highly important td have the sleeping 
quarters dry at all times. If the pen 
is in a low place, move it. If the bed- 
ding gets wet, clean it out at once. 
Do not try to winter pigs without a 
good supply of slop stuff. 

This season we have fifty-nine pigs 
apd cap see bow we can do better by 
them than last year— better drier 
quarters, more exercise, more and bet- 
ter warm slop, soaked corn instead of 
dry. Wintering pigs takes a lot of 
time and work wheu it may be mere 
comfortable to sit by the fire, but um 
less a map js ready to meet the pigs 
half way he bad much better get rid 
of them before cold weather sets in.

They are Charged With Setting Fire to 
Produce Company’s Building.-- 
Out on $40,000 Bail. 


Samuel ©. Wilson, and his 
mother-in-law Mra. Georgina Gir- 
vin, were arrested in Oalgary on 
Friday last, on a charge of arson, 
it being alleged that they were re- 
sponsible for the burning of the 
Produce Company's premises here 
on Friday, March 8rd. 

The citizens of Lacombe were 
not surprised at these arrests. At 
the time the fire occurred every- 


thing pointed to incendiarism, and 
it was only natural to connect 


‘parties interested with the affair. 


Immediately after the fire, a peti- 
tion signed by hundreds of our 
ratepayers was presented to the 
council, demanding that steps be 
ut once taken to investigate the 
fire, and acting on this petition 
the council immediately got into 
communication with the Attorney - 
General's Department. The re- 
sult was that within a very few 
Lours Sergt.-Detective Tucker, 
the ablest detective on the force of 
the R.N.W.M.P. was on the scene. 
The Seryeant has upheld his rep- 
utation. The town wae full of 
wild ramors, the most of which 
when rua down ended in nothing, 
but persisting, Tucker got onto a 
bot trail whiob followed up result- 
ed in landing Wilson and the wo- 
man. It was discovered that the 
Girvia woman came up to La- 
combe on the lst inst. and re- 
mained here until after the fire on 
the 3rd, It is said on the night 
previous to the fire she was caught 
on the premises of the Produce 
Company, and she will have a 


time showing whet she was doing| 


there. A_ key to the store could 
only have been procured 
from interested parties under usu- 
al circumstances. The fire did 


not take place on Wednesday night | ; 


but the police have an idea that 
had the woman not been found on 
the premises that night her name 
would not have been connected 
with the fire that did take place 
on Friday. The Girvin woman 
was at one time a resident of La- 
combe, having lived here with 
Wileon’s family. She originally 
came from Belville, Ont., and her 
record down in the effete east is 
being looked up.

The disastrous fires which have 
visited Lacombe during the past 
few years have been commented 
on very strongly by the insurance 
companies and the public general- 
ly. Not ane of the big fires has 
been accounted for, although the 
circumstances surrounding most 
of them were very suspicious, and 
none of them have been thorough- 
ly investigated. Ono every occa- 
sion the insurance people have 
had to be content with the unsat- 
isfactory report “cause of fire un- 
known.” ‘This state of affairs ie 
now at an end, at least so long as 
the present council holds office. 
An endeavor will hereafter be 
made to give a satisfactory ao- 
count of any fire ooourring, and 
with the assistance of the able 
men of the R.N.W.M.P. the chanc- 
es are that the origin of most fires 
will be arrived at. 


While on the fire question it 
may not be out of place to make a 
remark on over insurance. Over 
ineurance is the principal incen- 
tive for burning up property 
Would it not be well to have a law 
in force to restrain over-enxious 
agents aod wake it a oriminal of. 
feuce for them to place insurance 
for amounts greatly in advance of 
the value of the property ineuped?
